0n  August 21,  2019  the  Wisconsin  Medical  Examining  Board  ("Board")  issued  a  Final
Decision and  Order ("Order")  suspending Respondent's license to practice medicine and siirgery
with  certain  terms   and  conditions.   Respondent  may  petition  the   Board  for  removal   of  the
limitations upon providing proof sufficient to the Board that the Michigan Board has reinstated his
Michigan license to practice medicine.

On  September 21,  2022, the Board considered  Respondent's request for the return of full
licensure.   Based upon the information of record, the Board finds and makes the following:

ORDER

1.            Respondent's request for the return of his license to practice medicine and surgery

(license no.  50257-20) to full, unrestricted status is hereby DENIED.

2.           Board grants a limited license requiring respondent to  comply with the provisions
of the January 27, 2022 Michigan Board Order.

3.

a.    Respondent   is   to   maintain   full   and   complete   compliance   with   all   terns,
limitations, and conditions imposed against his medical  license by the May  15,
2019 and January 27, 2022 Orders of the Michigan Board of Medicine.

b.    Any violation  as  determined  by the  MI  Board  is  a violation  under this  Order.
Respondent  shall  report  to  the  Board  any  violation  as  determined  by  the  MI
Board within forty-eight (48) hours of the violation or discharge.

c.    Respondent shall provide the Board with a copy of any document issued by the
MI  Board  which  alters  the  conditions  of his  license  to  practice  medicine  and
surgery in Michigan, including any document advising the full reinstatement of
his Michigan  license.

d.    This limitation shall be removed from Respondent's license after satisfying the
Board or its designee that Respondent has successfully completed all the terms
and conditions of the Michigan Orders and MI Board has returned Respondent's
license to full, unrestricted status.

This order is effective the date of its signing.
